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VITAL QUESTIONS.

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Is it a wise policy for the Govern- 
ment of the United States to attempt 
to suppress ‘‘ Mormonism” and the 
“ Mormons”? by force of arms, or by 
any other means, or is 1t-not? 

Is it a wise pohcy for the Govern- 
ment to attempt to throw anything in 
the way of the ‘‘ Mormons” or in the 
way of ‘*Mormon” progress? ‘‘ Mor- 
monism,” as it 1s termed, does cer- 
tainly exist, and it is either true or 1% 
18 false. God has spoken from the 
heavens through its votaries to the 
nations of the earth, or he has not. 
Now for the argument. If God has 
not spoken from the heavens through 
“Mormon” Apostles and Prophets, 

en is our preaching vain, and the 
faith of the Saints is vam, and our 
whole system is founded in error and 
falsehood. In this light the Govern- 
ment looks at ıt, and proposes many 
plans for its destruction The rabid 
portion of the Government is for blow- 
wg its brains out at once, others, 
More human, as outward appearance 
might indicate, are for giving ıt a 
lingering death in a very mild form. 
If “í Mormonism” be error and false, 
di.will destroy itself ky letting it alone, 


and thus save the Government much 
anxiety and more expense in extormi- 
nating ıt But the Government say, 
1f we let 1t alone ıt may do great mis- 
chief before it falls of itself This 18 
true, but more mischief will accrue by 
an attempt to suppress it by force. 
Moreover, ıt ıs not popular for one 
man to beat and bruise another to re- 
claim him from his wrongs Flogging 
in the army and navy has been made 
to yield to the popular voice of the 
nation, and F believe corporeal punish- 
ment for crime throughout the nations 
1s nearly obsolete, jexcept for capital 
offences, and even that 18 questioned 
by a very respectable minority. I do 
not recollect reading of any nation 
that gained much credit, prestige, 
wealth, or prosperity, certamly not 
much fame, by waging war against re~ 
ligion, or even against rehgious fana- 
tics. Wherever we find such im his- 
tory, it seems to be stamped with dis- 
honor But suppose we now look at 
the subject ın the light of truth, ema- 
natmg from the God of heaven. Itis 
a wide stretch of human ambition and 
power to array themselves ın hostility 
to the great Jehovah. ,, How, coms 
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pletely futile is human prowess in re- 
sisting the current of heaven’s decrees! 
He can pour out the spirit of warupon 
the nations that attempt it. He can 
make them mourn. e can send 
plagues innumerable. He can cause 
whirlwinds and tempests, famine and 
earthquakes, tires and floods. He can 
impregnate all our food with animal 
hfe, which when eaten may be be- 
queathed to our systems—myriads of 
living insects to prey upon our flesh, 
go that our eyes will fall from their 
sockets and our flesh from our bones. 
These, with penalties in a thousand 
different forms, are the price of éppo- 
sing the Almighty, and of waging war 
against his designs. Are these not 
consequences more serious than all the 
musclucf that afew fanatics could ac- 
comphsh before their end 1f let alone ? 
t Mormonism” is the truth of God, 
and he or they that fight agaist it 
kick against the pricks. t

iends They subjected us to much 

convenience and suffering in the 
=) arious persecutions which they inau- 

But in all their 
efforts have they annihilated ‘‘ Mor- 
monism” or the ‘Mormons?’ Ner 
ther. What evil have the ‘Mor- 
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mons” done by outhving their past 
persecutions? None at all; but no 
thanks to our persecutors for this 
What mischief has happened to the 
nation, as a penalty for allowing these 
persecutions against the Saimts, and 
for nevei attempting the punishment 
of the perpetrators of these deeds, nor 
yet to indemnify the Sainjs for their 
losses?

in all the world’s history. That men 
have advanced in many things is a 
fact which few will seek to dispute; 
but that we hve in the most advanced 
age, in the most extended sense of the 
word, is a mistake which 1t becomes 
our duty as Latter-day Samts to cor- 
reot. The success which has attended 
the research of modern times, and the 
fruits which scientific men have seen 
of their labors, have led many to the 
‘conclusion that of necessity the world 


case, at least, it is not so in what is 
called religious or spiritual things. 
The Apostle Paul, when speaking of 
the Church as it existed in his day, 
with all the beauty of a perfect body, 
with its Apostles, Prophets, Evange- 
lists, Pastors. and Teachers, intimated 
that all these should contmue “till 
we all come in the wity of the faith, 
and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God unto a perfect man.” Now the 
Apostle here speaks as if it were of all 
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thing the most necessary that the 
offices held by those ordained to these 
high callings should remain, as being 
the only means known that would 
ever bring about that unity so much 
to be desired by the people of God 
That the world is without this unity, 
is a fact visible to all The numerous 
creeds, sects, and subdivisions of sects, 
to be met with in such numbers m all 
parts of the earth, declare 1t m a 
manner not to be musunderstood 
Has a more excellent way been dis- 
covered? If so, by whom, and where 
are the better fruits which might be 
expected as a result of the better law? 
If that which 1s perfect has really 
come, then that which 1s m part may 
be done away; but where, we would 
ask, 18 the perfection, and in what 
respect are manland improved? For- 
merly the Saimts only saw in part, 
prophesied in part, &e , and were no 
doubt earnestly looking for the coming 
day , and 1t would seem that some are 
foolish enough to believe, that because 
there are no Prophets to be met with 
now, no spiritual gifts, no speaking in 
tongues, no visible manifestations of 
the power of God over the powers of 
darkness, that which 1s perfect has of 
necessity come 

Perfection has not come The more 
excellent way has not been discovered 
The knowing in part has not been super- 
ceded by the people knowing also as 
they are known, Such bemg the case, 
the necessity at least for the blessings 
promised through the Apostle Paul, 
still exists, and the world 1s in reality 
starving for the bread of hfe Some 
among the many parties may have “a 
form of godliness,” if so they have not 
the power The Priesthood of the 
Lord 1s not with them, aud the autho- 
niy to act in the name and by the 
power of God 1s a matter never dreamed 
of How, then, can it be truly said 
that this is an age of progress? How, 
im the face of all this spiritual dark- 
ness, can it be supposed that the 
world is advancing? How 1s 1t possi- 
ble to suppose that there has been pro- 
gress mm religious things, which will 
correspond im any degree with the 
progress of the world m what 1s termed. 
secular matters The fact ıs, that the 
progress and advancement men have 
made in scientific study and research, 
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have tended the more to eclipse, and 
put forever in the shade, the stand 
still systems of modern diythity 
Surely ıt 1s no evidence of progress, 
that there are so many sects to be found 
among those who profess that they 
have no need of that which was pro- 
mused as the only means of bringing 
about the unity of the faith. Ist an 
evidence of progress, that there are 
now many lords, many faiths, and 
many baptisms, as well as many differ- 
ent modes of worship? Some believe 
ın the necessity of faith, and faith 
only, while others believe that without 
works as well as faith, it 1s impossible 
to please God Some there are who 
would fam enjoy the gift of the Holy 
Ghost, but who seem to have made up 
their minds that unless the Lord will 
let them have 1t in their oWn particu- 
lar way, they would tather remain 
without its aid; others, with very 
commendable zeal, are anxious to have 
the Gospel carried to the most remote 
parts of the earth, while thousands in 
their own land are allowed to remain 
ın what is considered gross darkness, 
without the smallest hope of salvation. 
These are some of the imconsist- 
encies to be met with in the latter 
days. Truly, as the Apostle said of 
the Jews of old, ıt might be said of 
many m our own day, ‘They have a 
zeal towards God, but it 1s not ac- 
cording to knowledge ” Would it not 
be far better for those who desré te 
see righteousness established upon the 
earth, were they, hke the woman 
spoken of m the parable, who lost one 
of her pieces of silver, to seek dili- 
gently until they had found that which 
has been lost? Surely there is truth 
to be found upon the earth which 
might be obtained, if sought for with 
diligence, by those who are anxious to 
find rest for ther troubled souls. The 
elements of real progress are within 
the reach of all who choose to put in 
practice the principles revealed through 
the Gospel in the latter days ~i 
Yf there should be among *‘ anxious 
inquirers”’ at the present time, any 
real desire to find the better way, the 
proper course for them to pursue is, 
first of all, to throw aside their fornis 
of sectarian worship, which only tend 
to becloud and stupify the mind; aiid 
matead of cheermg and ‘enhghtetittig 
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the understandings of hdnest seekers 
after truth, to $U them with doleful 
forebodings, and utterly prevent them 
from making that progress which they 
may in allhonesty desire. After sın- 
cercly repenting of their sins, the next 
thing for them to do, mmarder to en- 
joy the benefits to he derived from a 
faithful ¢.rformance of their part of 
the great work of progress is, to take 
advantage of the mans provided, 
through which the remission of sins is 
to bo obtained—namely, water bap- 
tism. This sacied ordinance, if admi- 
mistered by one duly authorized, can- 
not fail to manifest to the candidate 
for salvation, the superiority of the 
“doctrines of the Gospel over the man- 
made systems of the day. The foun- 
dation will thus have been laid, and a 
preparation made for the reception af 
the Holy Ghost, which, after being 
received through the appointed chan- 
pol, will open up a field of progress, 
very little dreamed of, even by those 
most desirous of enjoying its blessings 

`. When these principles have been 
‘more fully developed among mankind, 
and the principles of tue government 
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have become better known, we may 
hope for the time to come when men 
will not need to lay again the founda- 
tion of faith towards Gad, repentance 
from dead works, &c.,-but will go on 
unto perfection. The fris of real 
progress will be enjoyer iy. them, and 
they will, if faithful ix the discharge 
of their duties, receive line upon lino 
of that which will make them wise 
unto salyaijon. It will then be, seen 
that. that which the world considers 
advancement, may Haye been, after 
all, a departure fiom the principles of 
true progress, 

Tt is in vain for men to profess thor 
faith in, and love for Jesus Christ, 
while they do not even make an at- 
tempt to do the things which he has 
required of them. But just as sure 
as the honest soul shall turn from the 
error of his ways, and seek to embody 
in his life the principles of truth as 
they are imparted by the messengers 
of salvation, and unfolded by the 
sweet whisperings of the Holy Spirit, 
shall his progress be certam, and his 
faith become brighter and brighter 
until the perfect day.

As a‘natural conse- 
quence, the character..of our citizens 
1s beginning to be better understood 
and somewhat more justly appreciated 
than heretofore. Mencand women. of 
intelhgence and weight in«society.bg- 
gin to see that ‘‘Mormonism?. is a 
very different thing, and theri‘ Mor- 
mons” aré a very differenti: peaple;to 
whatcthey -have ‘heea: almost: univer- 
derstood: to 
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be. Men of sense and mtelligence 
are beginning to comprehend that the 
“ Mormons” are nota degraded, last- 
ful, debased people, ag they have been 
frequently characterized, but the tardy 
acknowledgment is beginning to be 
rendered that to them belong, by m- 
dubitable and pre-eminent ownership, 
the sterling qualities of honesty, m- 
dustry, sobriety, temperance, obedi- 
ence to law, peaceableness, chastity, 
enterprise, endurance, moral coniaze, 
faith, charity, m fact, the whole round 
of virtues in as large a degiee as can 
reasonably be expected m humanity. 

Strangely meonsistent, however, as 
ib may appear, when many minds of 
superior intelhgence are beginning to 
sea that they have been decerved in 
regard to the true character of the

rable traits, and none that the untver- 
sal world, or past Instory, would vote 
as degrading, debasing, or immoral, 
yet there are persons hving, who 
claim a large share of intelligence, but 
who, in the face of all this favorable 
testunony, sometimes of their own 
eyes, would legislate for and dcal with 
the ‘‘Aformons” in. the most pitifully 
narrow, small, unjust, tyrannical spr- 
rit conceivable Such parsons, in 
their intemperate, almost delirious 
zeal to regulate “ Mormonism,” would 
ignore Constitution, fundamental prin- 
amples of government, reason, justice, 
and every other prope: and healthful 
consideration, ın order, 1f possible, to 
compass the exemplary punishment of 
the ‘‘ Mormons” foi darmg to exercise 
ther imalienable might to worship God 
according to the dictates of their con- 
sciences

Elder E. Morris read the Statistical 
and Fifiancial Report of the Glamor- 
ganshire Conference, and said that as 
a general thing the Saints were ini 
good faith, and united in the work of 
the Lord. Much preaching had been 
done durme the past winter, but the 
prejudice that existed prevented many 
from attending the meeting places. 
Many who believed the work to be 
true, had not sufficient moral courage 
to embrace it The local Priesthood 
were pleparing to preach the Gospel, 
and make their voices ring through 
the dingles durmg the summer The 
spirit of emgiatieon was upon the 

mints, but as trade was bad thew 
means were lLmited 

Elder W. White read the Statistical 
and Financial Reports vf the Pem- 
brokeshire Conference, and said the 
Sants were doing the best they could 
to conform their lives to the Gospel 


Many persons were favorable to the! 


work, and he thought some would be 


received the Conference 1n good con- 
dition m the latter part of 1866, and 
was trying to keepitso He thought 
there was a far prospect for domg 
good. The Saints were very desnous 
to emigrate, and were striving to live 
their relixion, 

Elder R J. Daviesiead the Reports 
of the Carmarthenshne Conference, 
and said that many had joined the 
Church in that part of the country, 
but most of them had emigrated or 
removed, and the few who were left 
were very much scattered; some had 
to walk twenty miles to meeting He 
thought most of them would emigrate 
m 1868 They had commenced to 
preach an the open air. 

Elder B Wride said he had formed 
2equaimtance with nearly all the Saints 
m the Monmouthshue Conference. 
A few were scattered through Brecon- 
shire, who had not been visited often 
by the Elders, and of course there was 
not so much life among them as among 
those who could receve more instruc- 
tion. They were preparing for out 
door preaching, and Jabormg for the 
progress of the work generally, and 
some who had been convinced years 
ago of the truth of the Gospel, had 
lately mustered up courage to embrace 
it. Read the Reports. 

Elder J. Parry read the Reports of 
the North Wales Conference, on þe- 
half of Elde T P. Green, who was 
not present, and reported the Confe- 
rence in good condition. The people 
in that region were very much preju- 
diced agaist the Gospel Elder 
Parry said he had travelled through 
all the Conferences in the District, 
and the brethren had given a correct

Elder Charles W Penrose said he 
felt glad to meet with the brethren m 
Wales, and to behold the sincerity and 
earnestness which, he could see de- 
picted upon them countenances He 
reasoned upon the constitution of the 
kingdom of God, and showed the posi- 
tion and authority of the various of- 
cers and quorums which governed it, 
showed its mdependence and dura- 
bility as a living body, which would 
never die o1 fade away He referred 
to has early career m the Chuich, and 
the testimony he received before leav- 
ing England, and to lus experience in 
Utah. Bore testimony to the fidelity 
of President Young, as a Prophet and 
leader im Israel, and to the growth 
and increase of the people m both 
temporal and spiritual things Showed 
that our religion was calewlated to 1m- 
prove us in all things, and to teach 
people to live in peace at home and m 
harmony with their neighbors. Argued 
that the Saints of Latter-days should 
be more energetic than the Samts of 
former days, because they have a 
greater stimulant to exertion—vuz., 
that the latter-day kingdom should 
not be prevailed against, but become 
the dommant power in the earth 
The great question with all should be 
whether we individually shall prevail 
with the kingdom.

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the multitude of business matters, the 
Saints were apt to forget the things of 
the kingdom, and hence the necessity 
for then assembling together to be m- 
structed m the ways of the Lord. 
There was a difference in the appear- 
ance of a Saint to that of a man of 
the world, and the reason was, that 
the Gospel has biought the Saints 
unde: the influence of the Holy Spmt, 
which gives joy and understanding, 
and makes the countenance hvely and 
cheerful To accumulate the things 
of earth seemed to be the highest aim 
of the world , but the Samts delighted 
in the Gospel and its true 21ches, and 
were gaming lght and understanding, 
which would put the wise men of the 
earth to shame. He exhoited tho 
Elders to go forth and make the val-- 
leys of Wales ung with the sound of 
the Gospel If they went out desti- 
tute of the Holy Spuit they would 
feel weak, and through the prejudices 
of the people they would feel a certain 
degiee of shame, but the Elders of 
Tsrael should go out in the power of 
God, and tell the plain truth as 1618, 
There was nothmg to be ashained of 
m the Gospel He reasoned upon the 
subject of polygamy , showed that the 
laws of heaven were revealed and its 
blessmgs dispensed ın ancient days 
through the men who practised that 
sacied order of marnage, there was 
no need, therefore, fol the Elders to 
apologize for 1t now, nor to be ashamed 
to defend it Pictured the fallen and 
degraded condition of humanity, the 
guilt and shame to which thousands of 
earth’s fair daughters were brought, 
and said that 1f muustets overlooked 
these things, and if they could not 
learn an college that these sins led to 
destiuction, the Lod would teach 
them by a terrible demonstration, and 
biring then wickedness to hght The 
Lord was ashamed of them and of their 
ways The marrage vow had become 
a tning thing with them, and men 
would boast of the achievements in 
leadmg women to pollution and dis- 
grace He wished the Elders to go 
forth boldly, and warn the people that 
unless they repent, the Lord would 
destroy them by lus judgments He 
myoked the blessings of God upon ihe 
faithful and their generations after 
them forever.

Elder, John Parry addressed the 
congregation in the Welsh language. 
Said the principles of the Gospel 
preached in this Church appeared hew 
to the world, but they were really 
very ancicnt, as any student of the 
Bible might discover. The Gospel 
contained things pertainmg to this 
life ag well as the life to come, it 
would teach men how to live, what to 
eat and drink, and all things necessary 
for their guidance Men had no ght 
to question the Lord in these things, 
and He was not going to consult them; 
but they ought to submit themselves 
with all thei powers to the law of the 
Lord. Christ himself did not come to 
do his own will, and Ins Father gave 
him commandment what he should 
speak. This was one reason why the 
Gospel was called ‘‘a narrow way.” 
The doctrine of the devil was * do as 
you have a mind to, only just acknow- 
ledge Christ by word.” He referred 
to the remarks of Elder Richards upon 
the subject of polygamy, and bore 
testimony that the Lord had restored 
the ancient Patriarchal order of marri- 
age, and commanded his people to 
practise 1t, and the brethren should 
be bold in defending it, for the men 
who practised it in ancient times were 
the only men with whom the Lord 
associated ; also 1eferred to the 1e- 
marks of Elder Penrose, and testified 
that the time had come for the build- 
ing up of the kingdom of the last 
days. 
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Elder C W. Penrose spoke upon 
the Lord’s plan of revealing his will 
in allages—viz., through inspired Pro- 
phets, Apostles, &c Showed that the 
people of old received the words of 
dead Prophets, but rejected living 
ones, and therefore came under con- 
demnation, and that the people of the 
present day were taking the same 
course Warned the Saints from fol- 
lowing mm their footsteps, for if they 
professed to receive the testimony of 
Joseph Smith, and would not hedrken 
tothe hving oracles, they would be 
placed in a similar position He rea- 
soned upon the folly of supposing that 
mankind were prepared at death to 
go into the presence of the Father, 
and showed that all must be prepared 
and educated in the great science of 
life, before they could abide the Fa- 
ther’s glory; also that the Lord would 
give no commandment that his people 
could not obey. 

Elder F. D. Richards said that the 
great leading duty of the Saints at 
present was the gathering. They 
could not learn much while scattered 
among the wicked, and urged the ne- 
cessity of economy, that they might 
save the means necessary to emigrate. 
Made some remarks upon the peaceful 
reign of Queen Victoiia, and said it 
was to be attributed to the protection 
and freedom afforded to the Elders in 
preaching the Gospel in her dominions; 
but urged the necessity of gathering 
away speedily, for while the Lord 
scourged the nations for their ini- 
quity, Great Britain could not escape. 
Spoke upon the wonderful protection 
of the Lord afforded to the Saints in 
their travels by sea and land, and 
upon the blessings to be obtained wher 
they arrived in Zion, in the Lord’s 
House, both for themselyes and their 
dead. Referred to the miserable con- 
dition of the United States as a con- 
sequence of their rejection of the Gos- 
pel. Predicted further troubles upon 
them and other nations, and prayed 
that the Saints might feel uneasy until 
they had accomplished thew deliver- 
ance from Babylon.

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EMIGRATION BY STEAM 
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Tas march of modern ingenuity 18 onward, and half a century ago our fathers 
would have considered, and rightly too, the present system of carrying on the 
world as ruinous in the extreme But every new phase of existence brings 
fresh ideas to the human mind, and the present improvements and modern 
inventions have certainly astomshed the world They are bewildered at their 
own great successes in partially overcoming time and tide, and they ascribe it 
all to their own ingenuity , but to the mind inspired by the Almighty to see 
and understand the latter-day work, all this seems but the precursor of the 
ushering in of His kingdom. Does not the Scripture say, “The Lord will 
hasten. it in his time,” and 1s it not made plain by the context of this passage, 
that God referred. to the dispensation of the fulness of times ? 

Scarcely twelve years have passed since our people were wending their way 
across the trackless deep, voyaging for New Orleans, passing very near The 
Azores, and traversing the same water through which Columbus steered his ill- 
provided vessels, on his great voyage of discovery, three centuries ago But 
this was a roundabout way to reach America, and cared us out of our course 
so many thousands of miles, that our people were compelled to leave Ewmope 
in the month of January, in order to traverse this vast ocean, and accomplish 
the almost intermmable land journey which mtervenes between the Atlantic 
seaboard and the Great Basin on the Pacific slope More recently our vessels 
have sailed direct for the port of New York, whereby the sea voyage has been 
much shortened, although the expense of passage has decreased but little. 
The Lord is accomplishing his righteous purposes , and the history of our emi- 
gration, as a critarion that he will hasten 1t m his time, 1s one of the strongest 
evidences that He is revealing these gredt facilities for travelling, for the pur- 
pose of fulfilling his words spoken by the mouths of his holy Prophets. 

To-day our people from Denmark, Norway, Sweden, Germany, Switzerland, 
England, Scotland, Wales, and Ireland, are embarked on a first class steamer, 
and with every prospect of making the voyage to New York in twelve days. 
The heavy roll and flapping sails of the chpper ship, have been exchanged for 
the steady motion and “speed swiftly” of the modern steamer On the 
2lst inst., the steamship Manhattan sailed from this port with 4085 adults on 
board The greater part of these were Scandinavians, and the xest from the 
British Empire The Samts were organized into a company, with Elder A. 
N. Hill as President, and Elders Wilhelmsen, Uie, ahd Platt, as his counsel- 
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lors, who were unanimously sustained by the people. Elder Carl W-derborg 
addressed the Scandimavian Saints in their own language, blessing them in the 
name of the Lord. The English Saints were also exhorted to live their holy 
religion, and promised in the name of Jehovah, that if they would adhere to 
the principles of the Gospel, they should arrive at Zion in safety. 

Ai 1 30 the steamer moved down the river, and those who were returnmg 
to Liverpoo’ n the tender, were greeted with three parung cheers from the 
people who were about to quit their native shores to make thew homes im a 
foreign land. Qute a number of ieturning missionaries were on board, 
happy in the prospect of soon meeting the loved ones who are waiting im- 
patiently for the happy day when their husbands, brothers, and fathers shall 
return to gladden them with their presence once more. May the blessings of 
the Almighty go with them, and the winds and the waves waft them across 
the mighty deep to the land of their adoption

The great religious riots in Birmingham, which took place on the 16th, 17th, 
and 18th of June, were only what might be expected to occur among a people 
who afew years ago mobbed the Latter-day Saints, broke up one of their 
meeting places, and endeavored to prevent a peace-loving people from worship- 
ping God according to the dictates of their own consciences. Many of those 
who have suffered in the late riots, were among the number who instigated the

A Japanesn Nowsparer.—tThe Allegemeine Zeitung of Augsburg pubhshes 
a curious account of a Japanese newspaper which was established at Jeddo at 
the beginmmng of the present year. It is printed on silky-looking yellowish 
paper, contains 14 quarto pages, and is entitled Ban-Kok Shin Bun Shi (“€ the 
Universal Newspaper”). The object of the paper is stated in the preliminary 
prospectus to be to furnish the Japanese with the most important foreign news, 
and is to appear from two to three times 4 month. In the openmg number 
there is a dialogue between two Japanese meeting in Hyde Park, who discuss 
the relative advantages of the overland and the Panama and San Francisco 
routes respectively, and by which each has arnved in London, Then follows 
an elaborate article on the Atlantic Telegraph, detailing the advantages it 
secures to commerce and politics, especially in case of war. - 
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TERRIFIC HAILSTORM —A correspondent of the Delhi Gazette states that 
Eta has been visited by a severe hailstorm The wmd blew with great vio- 
lence, almost with the strength of a cyclone, varying its direction from east to 
south-west The diameter of some of the hailstones that fell wcre two, three, 
and even six inches, and some flat ones the enormous size of nine mches im 
breadth, and two and a half inches in thickness. They presented the appear- 
ance of crystallized ice of various shapes and different degrees of transparency, 
some being perfectly opaque, hke bits of marble The storm ceased about 
three o’clock, and went off to the eastward. The violence of the storm was 
such as to exceed anything witnessed before, even, of course, in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitant Many trees were blown down, and others torn 
asunder. The injury done to houses and property was not very great, except 
to gardens, melon, cucumber, and gourd beds. There was no loss of human 
hfe, though five or sıx people were more or less injured—one boy, about 16 
years of age, seriously, who was caught by the storm on the Furrnckabad 20ad, 
near Eta Hundreds of birds were struck down lifeless and stripped of their 
feathers, and about 60 or 70 sheep and ten o1 twelve head of cattle are dead 
from exposure to the violence of the elements 


DISTRESS IN THE SourHURN States —Every day the accounts of Southern 
destitution are more urgent, more wide spread, more fully authenticated The 
statement of Governor Orr shows that letters have been received from about 
eighty different pomts in South Carolina from rehable men, and they all tell 
one tale A famine 1s upon all, black and white, apparently equal to that in 
Ireland during the potato rot twenty years ago People are hterally dying of 
hunger, and others are wandering up and down despaimngly, seeking for food. 
Some of these are owners of small farms, who try to mortgage their lands for 
money to buy bread, but cannot W Gullmore Simms writes —‘ As far as I 
can see there is no escape from a general famme in which all will suffer, many 
_ perish There are-hardly five m a hundred who will be able to support them- 
selves with provisions of any sort, unless by borrowing money on mortgage, 
not only of the growing crop, but of the lands, and at such a rate of interest 
that no crop they can raise will save them from rum” These are the best 
cases.
